DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 14,—General 


Master Workman Powderly, secretary 
J. W. Hayes, J. J. Holland and John 
Devlin, members of the executive board 
of the Knights of Labor, met in this 
oity yesterday. They denied that the 
meeting had any anything to do with 
the present strike on the Now York 
Central railroad. In spite of these as- 
sertions however, they were constantly 
in receipt of telegrams from New York 
and evaded reporters as much as ~possi- 
ble. Master Workman Powderly was 
asked if he knew, as was then supposed 
to be true, that the brotherhood of lo 
coiaotive firemen had decided to aid the 
strike. He seemed surprised and after a 
brief consultation with the other mem- 
bers of the committee, he dictated the 
following. 


"No application for assistance in this 


strike has been made from assembly 


246, which is in command, and tho 
board, as such can take no action until 
asked. 
We have expected that the 


Brotherhood of Firemen wonld take the 
action they did, of which we have been 
apprised. 
We also expect that tho en- 


gineers will follow, as they have noth- 
ing left them, now that the firemen 
have come over to us. 
I want to state 


right here that the firemen did not take 
the action they have because of outside 
interference, but simply because they 
desired to do it themselves and recog- 
nize the fact that this quarrel was as 
much their's as it was onr's. 
Tho men 


had no intention of striking, but Mr. 
Webb intended they should strike and 
follow it by the wholesale discharge of 
the knights. Mr. Holland was said to 
have been instrumental in starting this 
strike, bnt he really had nothing to do 
with it, I am confident that had both 
sides placed the matter in Mr. Holland's 
hands there would have been no diffi- 
culty. The responsibility for this strike 
rests in the main with Mr. Webb," 


When Mr, Powderly was asked if he 


blamed Mr. Dapew for tho present 
difficulties, he said: "Mr. Depew did 
not leave until June, while this whole- 
sale discharge of men began in April." 
Mr. Powderly expressed every confi- 
dence iu the knights winning. 
He 


thought the strike would extend to all 
tho roads that persisted in handling 
New York Central freight. 


It now looks as if the strike was in 


the hands of the general committee. 
The Michigan Central and Lake Shore 
officials expect to be tied up, aa they

WILL TIE THE CENTKAIi, 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 14.—The strik- 


ers held a very enthusiastic joint meet- 
ing of switchmen, locomotive firemen, 
and Knights of Labor, last night, and 
judging from the boisterous cheering 
that issued from the hall, they must 
have received some encouraging infor- 
mation. The meeting did not break up 
until mid-night. 


Major McGowan, of Syracuse, was 


one of the speakers. Ho was seen after 
the meeting and said: "We have assur- 
ances from unions outside the Knights 
that they will go out, and inside of a 
few days there will not be a twin mov- 
ing on tho Central. At tho present 
time the freight service of the road is 
completely paralyzed, and over seventy- 
five per cent of -the Central's earnings 
are made through its freight business. 
Valuable stuff is rotting at Syracuse and 
Albany, and tho railroad cannot stand 
this long. Tho strike has not yet be- 
gun, and before it ends the railroad will 
be sorry it was eyer started." 


Passenger trains are moving east and 


west on the Central to day on schedule 
time, but the freight blockade has not 
been raised yet. Ganoral Agent McFoa- 
gain said that the order forbidding tho 
accepting of through freights to points 
east of Syraonse has not yet bsen re- 
scinded, but ho expects that it will be 
at almost any time now. 
Superin- 


tendent Burrows said that none of the 
strikers here had applied for reinstate- 
ment. It was rumored this morning 
that the locomotive enginesrs and fire- 
men would go out to-day on tho main 
Cantral system, bnt it thus far laoks 
confirmation. A strike leader was asked 
about it, but all he would say was "You 
wait and see." 


QUIET AT NEW YORK.

The Fiiidliiy. Fort WBJ no and West- 


ern to liegin Work Tills Fall— 


Tbe Findlay, Fort Wayne and West- 


ern Railroad company, merging the 
Fiudlay and Western and Fort Wayne 
and Findlay Railroad companies, was 
iucorpQrited yesterday at Columbus, 
Ohio. Tbe companies merged in the 
Fiudlay, Fort Wayne and Western were 
incorporated in Ohio and Indiana re- 
spectively, and contemplate the opera- 
tion of a road between Findlay and 
Fort Wayne, Ind. The consolidated 
company owns the American Midland 
railroad, which extends from Findlay to 
Ottawa. Contracts are now being let 
for the construction of the proposed 
road from Ottawa to Fort Wayne, and 
work is to begin this fall. 
The road is 


to be a link in a new line from Pittsborg 
to Chicago and the west. 


In securing the Chicago & Atlantic 


road at the sale at Indianapolis, Tues- 
day, the Brieo syndicate, owning the 
Lake Erie and Western road, show its 
hand in the Findlay and Fort Wayne 
line. 


The Lake Erie and Western recently 


got control of the Muncie route, giving 
it an entrance into Fort Wayne from 
the south. It also purchased the Pitts- 
burg, Akron and Western, which has a 
controlling interest in the American. 
Midland, now building from Ked Bank, 
Pa., to Fort Wayne. By building a 
twenty mile line from Fort Wayne to 
Huntington, Ind., and securing posses- 
sion of the Chicago and Atlantic, that 
system would obtain an independent 
route into Chicago, and this, it is said, 
it has done.
